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Students 

resolve 

conflicts

A successful team of Ro- 
mulus eighth graders have 
been busy for the past five to 
six months solving growing 
conflicts among their peers. 

Maxine Reed, conflict reso- 
lution counselor, reported 
more than 50 cases have been 
heard by the student peer 
group in recent months and 
possibly only one or two have 
not been settled positively 
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We handle many 
issues here, except 
for possible suicides 
and drug use. Those 
issues we sent to 
professionals.

Reed said she gives each 
peer volunteer 16 to 20 hours 
of training prior to their hear- 
ing any conflict matters, ex- 
plaining they need to learn the 
art of listening, problem solv- 
ing and communication skills. 

The goal of the program is to 
develop positive attitudes in 
local students, so that they can 
solve conflicts without 
violence. 

Many of the issues start off 
school property, she said, but 
if there is any danger that the 
problem could spread to the 
schools we will consider it 

“We handle many issues 
here, except for possible sui- 
cides and drug use,” Reed 
said. “Those issues we send to 
professionals.” 

Many of the issues dealt 
with by the student peer unit 
include: “he said, she said” 
matters, boyfriend and girl- 
friend relationships and prob- 
lems relating to student- 
teacher relationships.” 

We make the teachers 
aware of the problems, but 
never reveal what is actually 
discussed at the hearings-that 
remains totally confidential, 
Reed said. 

A check back with the im- 
pacted students at a later date 
has shown that they feel pos- 
itively served by such a peer 
group and actually are ex- 
tremely interested in return- 
ing to it if the need arrives, 
rather than to consult an assis- 
tant principal, Reed said. 

While this is the first year, 
she has worked with the mid- 
dle school students, Reed said, 
the program has been on-going 
at the high school. “There we 
enlist peer volunteers from the 
10th, 11th and 12 grades. At 
this level we have heard about 
1,000 cases and only consid- 
ered about six as unresolved,” 
Reed concluded.

Westwood sues 
Mega Conference

A $25 million lawsuit has been filed in Wayne County 
Circuit Court by the father of a student athlete who attends 
Robichaud High accusing the Mega Conference of racial 
discrimination and depriving the student of opportunities 
guaranteed to him by the equal protection clause of the 
state and federal constitutions. 

A second lawsuit in support of the student’s claims and 
also seeking damages from the 22-member school confer- 
ence was filed simultaneously by the Westwood School 
Board of Education. 

“The (Westwood) board of education unanimously has 
determined that the best interests of all of the student body 
is to take legal action without any further delay,” said Dan- 
iel G. Ferrera, attorney for the plaintiffs. 

“The reason for this action is that the complaint of viola- 
tion of the civil rights act has been pending now for three 
years, and although the defendants have been determined 
to be in violation of the state and federal civil rights act we 
have made no progress to resolve this very critical issue. 

Ferrera stressed that the Westwood School District has 
incurred huge financial losses due to the problem that ath- 
letic teams must travel to far-off cities such as Grand Rapids 
and Bay City in order to compete “when there are neighbor- 
ing schools that could do just as well.” 

Chief Judge Joseph Rashid has scheduled an April 21 
meeting to hear the extraordinary writ of mandamus. The 
lawsuit has been assigned to Circuit Court Judge Susan D. 
Borman. 

Formed in February of 1992, and in its second year of 
competition, the Mega Conference includes such local 
schools as Wayne Memorial, Belleville, and is the product of 
a merger of some 22 schools from three interscholastic ath- 
letic conference. 

Romulus, whose school board came to an out-of-court 
settlement a year ago with the conference, will join the 
Mega Conference in the fall of 1995. 

According to the lawsuit, officials representing the Mega 
Conference “established the Michigan Mega Conference 
Athletic League, all predominately white, while inten- 
tionally excluding all the members of the Suburban Athle- 
tic League, predominately black whose membership also 
includes Inkster and Robichaud High School. 

Even though the Mega Conference was ordered to admit 
Suburban Athletic Conference affiliates into their ranks, 
“on or about July 14, 1944, the Superintendents of the Defen- 
dant districts did have a meeting to discuss the “absurd” 
finding of the Federal Office of Civil Rights, and again re- 
fused to admit the Plaintiff District in the Conference,” 
according to the lawsuit. 

In a letter to Ferrera from the United States Department 
of Education, signed by Kenneth A. Mines, the Office of Civil 

Rights’ probe determined that “because SAC schools have 
been unable to schedule interscholastic athletic events 

I against appropriate competition in the suburban Detroit 
area, SAC schools have incurred additional expenses in 
providing SAC students to travel to and from interscholastic 
events outside of the Detroit area. SAC athletes are also 
denied the benefits of Conference awards and recognition.” 

Inkster High veteran basketball coach Monte Dennard, a 
former prep cage star at Robichaud, said it is ludicrous that 
his teams should have to travel hundreds of miles to play 
games when such schools such as Crestwood, Annapolis are 
down the street 


Drastic action needed 
to hike MEAP scores

Drastic action needs to be 
taken by the Romulus School 
District following the repeated 
low scoring by many students 
in Michigan Education Assess- 
ment Program (MEAP) tests, 
Superintendent Dr. William 
Bedell told board members 
Monday night. 

Bedell shared a short video 
tape of a “direct instruction” 
educational program that has 
proved successful in a 99 per- 
cent poor school district in 
Houston, Texas. 

“We don’t need to adopt a 
program this strict,” Bedell 
said, “but it is at least a good 
point to begin our conversa- 
tion about change.” 

The school, Wesley Elemen- 
tary, and its principal Thad- 
deus Lott, attract about 30 
visitors a day from across the 
U.S. One of those visitors re- 
cently was Bedell, along with 
four members of the Michigan 
State Board of Education and 
other educational representa- 
tives from around the state. 

The Lott program has raised 


the previously poor educa- 
tional rates at Wesley Elemen- 
tary to a point now where the 
school is listed in the top 25 
percent profile across the 
state of Texas. 

The heavily regimented 
school program, created by 
disciplinarian Lott during the 
last 17 years, instills learning 
as a top priority among the stu- 
dents. The video shows that 
students quickly learn the 
names and capitals of all 50 
states. 

In the school’s financially 
leaner years this was accom- 
plished without the use of 
maps, but now takes on even a 
stronger meaning as the dis- 
trict can now afford to supply 
students with maps. 

Probably one of the most 
startling elements of the 
Wesley Elementary curricu- 
lum (particularly in this non- 
reading generation of students 
nationally) is that fifth graders 
there read and enjoy works of 
dramatist William Shake- 
speare and novelist John 
Steinbeck. 

While critics of the program 
call it “old fashioned” with its 


rapid fire drills of repetition, 
supporters call it successful 
particularly in the area of edu- 
cational testing scores. 

It also has resulted in lower 
drop out rates and higher 
graduation and college entry 
scores. The program has also 
gained the support of the par- 
ents of the students, as is evi- 
denced by the clothing and 
demeanor of the students in 
the classrooms. 

Wesley Elementary’s suc- 
cess was so strong that critics 
claimed the district must be 
“cheating,” but numerous in- 
vestigations by Texas educa- 
tional organizations can find 
no evidence of cheating. 

Lott, a tough-talking Afro- 
American educator, continues 
to claim “brains do not come 
in black or white varieties. It is 
just that too many in society 
today have too low expecta- 
tions of poor people.” 

The teaching concept is 
sure to draw fire from some 
teachers and parents, but local 
educational leaders say 
“maybe that is what it takes to 
create positive change.” 


Council won’t press action 
on Raspberry house issue

A simmering battle over a 
house veteran Councilman 
Jimmie Raspberry obtained in 
1990 broke out into a full 
fledged war that ended with an 
official stalemate Monday 
night. 

The first shots were fired by 
R.P. Lilly, a vocal member of 
the Romulus Environmental- 
ists Caring About People (RE- 
CAP), as he demanded to know 
who paid to move the home 
Raspberry now owns and in- 
quired if the councilman pul- 
led all the necessary permits 
involved in owning and occu- 
pying the house. 

Lilly, who said he was in- 
quiring as a taxpayer not a RE- 
CAP member, said several 
weeks ago he turned over to 
the City Council the copies of 
all the permits he drew after 
recently moving a home of his 
own to a new location. 

Fellow Councilman William 
Wadsworth said he was tired of 
hearing of this issue month af- 
ter month and asked if just a 
house certificate and report 
from the city Building Depart- 
ment if any permits had not 
been obtained by Raspberry 
could be furnished the 
council. 

Raspberry said he would 
only agree to at if other 
council membi rs faced the 
same scrutiny. 

Wadsworth then made a mo- 
tion that the council ask David 
Paul, city building department 
director, to file a report to the 
council on the Raspberry 
house issue. 

The motion was supported 
by Councilman Michael 
Prybyla. 

Then Councilman Noah 
“Pete” Bergeron entered the 
fray complaining that it ap- 
peared to be political 
grandstanding. 

“This information can be 
obtained by anyone just seek- 
ing it at the building depart- 
ment office," Bergeron said. 
“I’m appalled by the politics 
involved in this case.” 

Councilman Ellis Pen- 
nington counted in by stating. 
“Our building department re-

cords are open. If RECAP has 
some proof that someone is do- 
ing something wrong, they can 
check it out very simply. 

“They should not ask one 
councilman to vote to investi- 
gate another councilman,” 
Pennington said. 

Wadsworth quickly re- 
torted, “Mr. Raspberry is not a 
crook. But I would like to put 
this issue behind us.” 

Lilly shot back, “I’m not 
here as a RECAP member, I’m 
here as a taxpayer. If I had to 
make these permit payments, 
so should Raspberry.”

Passing buck is no answer for problem

The Romulus School Dis- 
trict has taken a direct hit from 
a daily newspaper on the issue 
of its multi-million investment 
of computers. 

In its somewhat one-sided 
report on the Romulus School 
District’s battle to raise Michi- 
gan Education Assessment 
Program (MEAP) test scores, a 
rewrite person or editor re- 
portedly wrote the investment 
still left “lousy test scores” 
showing in Romulus. 

Superintendent Dr. William 
Bedell admits to his part of the 
blame via his articulating of 
this issue with the public. 

This writer warned Bedell 
several years ago upon arriv- 
ing in Romulus that computers 
were not the total answer, that 
the total chemistry of educa- 
tion needed and still needs to 
be changed in Romulus. 

Romulus biggest weakness 
then as today, is the lack of par- 
ental involvement in their 
children’s education. 

True some dedicated 
teachers today are as stressed 
out as the students’ parents, 
but a greater effort needs to be 
made to encourage parents 
into the triangle of educa- 
tional pursuits. 

Bedell was told earlier, 
“You can strap earphones on 
these kids, but you can’t make 
them listen.” 

To add to that parents need 
to be told, “You gave us your 
money, can you also give us 
something even more impor- 
tant-your time?”

Dr. James Dobson of Focus 
on the Family radio program 
stresses the same by saying 
“parents must know what goes 
on in the school if they want to 
reinforce their children’s aca- 
demic responsibilities. 

“They should provide sup- 
port in areas where self disci- 
pline is needed,” Dobson said. 

But to do that locally, raises 
another prime concern, which 
neither the school board nor 
local city council members 
care to address. Why are all 
Romulus School Board meet- 
ings not on cable television 
and why are both governmen- 
tal bodies meeting at the same 
time? 

Not only are the school 
trustees overseeing more of 
your tax dollars (as city offi- 
cials are quick to point out), 
but they are also handling 
your most valued family prod- 
uct (your children). 

To add to that point, citizen 
activist Mary Collins walked 
into the school board meeting 
several Mondays ago and 
asked this writer, “Do you al- 
ways cover these meetings?” 

“No,” Collins was told, “I’m 
usually at the city council 
meetings along with you. I 
have not learned yet how to 
clone myself so that I can be at 
both meetings at one time.” 


While the comment might 
be considered a little flippant 
it does point out the other part 
of the lack of direct communi- 
cation issue, in that the local 
press (except in extreme situa- 
tions) does not cover school 
board meetings because of the 
time conflict. 

Thus, local teachers and ad- 
ministrators have had to rely 
on students bringing home 
written information (delivery 
is poor) or the mailing of such 
information to each student’s 
home. 

The bottom line is if the 
community is truly “embar- 
rassed” over poor MEAP 
scores, all segments should 
work to upgrade them. 

That means governmental 
meetings should be held on 
different days and the school 
district needs to become more 
aggressive in encouraging par- 
ents to get involved with the 
schools. 

Local cable needs to be 
used more extensively not only 
for board meeting coverage, 
but should provide live tele- 
vised phone interviews during 
which times parents can talk 
to Bedell and other top educa- 
tional leaders on TV. 

The issue is more than 
spending the buck (the district 
has spent many), it is rather 
“not passing the buck.” This 
writer has seen too much of 
the latter, by administration, 
teachers, trustees, parents, 
students, parents and even city 
officials. 

Do I hear any amens out 
there? 


Mayor’s Task Force 
distributes $1 1 ,000 


More than $11,000 in anti- 
drug program funds were 
awarded to local community 
groups last week by Mayor 
Beverly McAnally’s Drug Task 
Force. 

Funds provided by the drug 
task force will be used to assist 
organizations in curbing drug 
abuse, thwarting the spread of 
gang activity and providing in- 
formation on domestic vio- 
lence, a spokesman said. 

McAnally revealed that 
funds will also support organi- 
zations in targeting specific 
Romulus citizens for 
assistance. 

The task force is composed 
of approximately 30 city offi- 
cials, community leaders, so- 
c i a 1 service agency 
representatives, school per- 
sons and parents interested in 
providing information and as- 
sistance to youngsters to com- 
bat drug use and smoking. 

Among the recipients of 
task force funds is Growth 
Works Inc., a company that of- 
fers a youth assistance pro- 
gram to Romulus youngsters, 
who are first time offenders. 

Growth Works will be given 
$5,000 to increase staff time to 
counsel youth and their 
parents. 

The task force is also pro- 
viding $2,000 to the Romulus 
Police Department’s gang pre- 
vention program known as 
Gang Resistance Education 
and Training (GREAT). The 
funds will be used to provide 
promotional materials such as 
buttons and T-shirts. 

GREAT program student 
participants will be honored 
soon at graduation ceremonies 
at both Romulus Middle 
School and St. Aloysius 
School, Police Officer John 


Leacher of the GREAT pro- 
gram revealed last week. 

A $1,000 gift has been also 
donated to Romulus High 
School students, who will be 
hosting a domestic violence 
symposium on March 29. 

The symposium was 
planned to help increase pub- 
lic awareness of domestic vio- 
lence issues, particularly as 
they concern high school age 
children. 

A spokesman said an addi- 
tional award was approved by 
the task force to offset ex- 
penses for the March 4 Family 
Awareness Fun Day that will 
be held at the Romulus High 
School. 

Task force funds will be 
used to purchase plastic bags 
that state “Say No to Drugs.” 
The bags will be presented to 
all event participants. 

Another $1,500 will be given 
to the Romulus Community 
Commission on Drug Abuse 
(CCODA), who offer parent ed- 
ucation, student assistance 
and support programs in the 
city. 

The donated funds also will 
be used to offset expenses for 
a Parent Fair at the middle 
school later this year. 

The task force also will give 
$1,000 to Merriman Elemen- 
tary School to aid a pilot pro- 
gram in assisting students with 
homework, coping skills and 
recreational activities. Some 
of the funds will be used for 
speakers and activities con- 
nected with the fair. 

Most of the funds raised for 
the mayor’s Task Force come 
from an annual golf outing, 
this year slated for June 23 at 
Shady Hollow Golf Course in 
Romulus.

Anger erupts over council 
90-91 deepwell resolutions

With Ash Wednesday only a 
mere 27 hours away, it became 
apparent Monday night the 
one thing Romulus officials 
would not give up for Lent was 
arguing over the well issue. 

One of the major fights Mon- 
day was over two city council 
resolutions concerning the 
first planned commercial in- 
jection well in Michigan. 

Citizen Sandra Yerman 
asked the council who created 
the welcoming resolution in 
1990, and who made the res- 
cinding resolution months 
later. 

Yerman said she earlier had 
asked Environmental Disposal 
Systems President Douglas 
Wicklund the same questions. 

He refused to answer me di- 
rectly, Yerman said, but in- 
stead referred me to seek such 
information from Councilmen 
Ellis Pennington or Jimmie 
Raspberry 

Raspberry began to answer 
Yerman, but was cut off by act- 
ing mayor pro tern Randolph 
Gear, who said, “I recognize 
Councilman Pennington.” 

Pennington said. “I was ab- 
sent from the rescinding reso- 
lution meeting. But I voted for 
it initially because I felt the 
well was a safe operation. 

“If we had one of these wells 


30 years ago, the federal gov- 
ernment wouldn’t be spending 
millions of dollars to clean up 
toxic sites today,” Pennington 
added. 

“But I don’t want to say any- 
thing more since I have no in- 
terest in hurting the city’s side 
of our current litigation,” he 
concluded. 

Raspberry then said if you 
will check page 9 of Judge 
Claudia House Morcom’s rul- 
ing, neither resolution had any 
impact on the issue. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally in- 
terjected, “I hate to confuse 
the issue with the truth, but 
Bob Ryan (an early partner in 
the well project) had nothing 
to do with the rescinding of the 
welcoming resolution.” 

McAnally said, “Ryan is not 
my friend, I did not bring him 
here, someone else on this 
floor did.” 


When Raspberry tried to re- 
enter the 1990-91 issue, 
McAnally looked directly at 
Raspberry and stated force- 
fully, “I don’t think you were 
conscious at the time!” 

When queried on Tuesday 
afternoon, McAnally said to 
the best of her records and 
memory, Best Way representa- 
tives and possibly Community 
Development Director Dennis 
Oakes may have put together 
the first draft of the host reso- 
lution. 

But Ryan missed the meet- 
ing when it was to be dis- 
cussed, McAnally said, and I 
urged it be pulled off the 
agenda. 

“We reworked it and added 
a lot of qualifiers to the resolu- 
tion to protect the city. Then it 
was still reworked by the coun- 
cil, Oakes and others at the fol- 
lowing week’s meeting,” 
McAnally added.

When the dean of the West- 
ern Center of Wayne County 
Community College was ar- 
rested and charged with “try- 
ing to run a college campus 
without a license,” she hoped 
her co-workers, friend and stu 
dents would make bail for her. 

A second charge was filed 
accusing the dean of imper- 
sonating Marcia Clark, and her 
bail was set at $2,500. 

Dr. Hattie L. Johnson was 
one of several area notables 
who were “arrested” in the 
10th Annual Great American 
Lock-Up, sponsored by the 
American Cancer Society. Bet- 
ween March 7 and 10, Johnson 
and others who have been ar- 
rested will have an oppor- 
tunity to raise bail money from 
their friends and co-workers 
with the funds going to the 
American Cancer Society. 

“Because all of us have 
been touched or know others 
who have been touched by 
cancer, I am asking you to give. 
Send a check or make a gen- 
erous pledge to the American 
Cancer Society. Help me with 
my $2,500 bail and eradicate 


this dreadful disease,” John- 
son requested. 

Others local people who are 
under arrest are David Artley, 
Plymouth- Canton School 
Board present, charged with 
“facilitating boring meeting,” 
and Romulus Councilman and 
Rotarian Michael Prybyla, 
charged with “being volun- 
teered by a 39 to one vote.” 

During the lock-up, area 
residents can help arrest can- 
cer by sending an acquain- 
tance to jail to raise pledges 
for the American Cancer 
Society. 

The deed can be accom- 
plished by following the direc- 
tions listed: 


• For a tax -deductible arrest 
free of $25, anyone 18 years of 
age or older may schedule an 
arrest by calling 1-800-543- 
JAIL. 

• Police officers, volun- 
teering their time, will go to 
prisoners’ work sites to make 
arrests. 

• Prisoners will then be 
transported to the nearest jail 
site and go before a volunteer 
judge in a mock courtroom to 
be charged, convicted and sen- 
tenced to raise bails. 

• Bail can be raised by pho- 
ning for pledges while in jail. 
Prisoners will don prison 
stripes and receive bread, wa- 
ter or other refreshments 
while incarcerated.

Delegate objects 
to columnist 

To the editor: 

Central Wayne County Sani- 
tation Authority (CWCSA) is an 
asset. Having had the privilege 
of being the delegate to the 
CWCSA for the past four years, 

I take great exception to Ivan 
Helfman’s Truth or Dare arti- 
cle titled, “Incineration Plans 
May Need Recycling”, in the 
January 26, 1995, Westland 
Eagle. 

His opening statement 
about recycling bears no truth 
and the entire article is geared 
in that direction. The Westland 
City Council did, in fact, vote 
no for the Waste-to-Energy 
Project but not solely for Mr. 
Helfman’s stated reason. 
There were some unanswered 
questions and misinterpreted 
facts voting took place for the 
second time, three members 
still voted no for whatever rea- 
sons they felt justified. Recyc- 
ling was just a part of those 
reasons. 

I’m happy that Mr. Helfman 
is such an authority on recyc- 
ling. As his article states, there 
is at this time no real market 
for recyclable materials. But 
what he failed to state is that if 
that market is ever available, 
under the Waste-to-Energy 
Agreement, we have an abso- 
lute rignt to take advantage of 
that market and recycle. 

Wayne County is rapidly be- 
coming the landfill capital of 
the United States. We have 
more than enough landfills, 
but does that mean the five 
communities that make up the 
CWCSA need to become a part 
of that problem? I don’t think 
so. 

The real question here is do 
we landfill or incinerate? This

is the only question. We have 
the right to recycle. Further, 
the entire cost of the project is 
being funded by CEI; we have 
no obligation of any kind to 
commit public funds for this 
project, and we have no inten- 
tion of doing so. 

As far as landfills being less 
expensive, yes, at this time it is 
true. But Mr. Helfman’s figures 
are a little off. The CWCSA 
Board of Directors have set 
our tipping fees at approx- 
imately $48 per ton, of that ap- 
proximately $22 per ton is the 
bond indebtedness rate. Re- 
gardless of where we dispose 
of our waste, the $22 will re- 
main, so if you combine the $22 
to the average tipping fee of 
$19, landfilling would still be 
in the $41 per ton range. 

Just a small difference at 
this time, and after our incin- 
erator is closed, what would 
those landfills charge us to dis- 
pose of our waste? We would 
be forced to pay whatever the 
rate would be increased to. 

But now we have the option 
to continue burning our waste 
and going to a landfill in the 
future, if it becomes necessary. 
But we would have no re- 
course to go back to incinera- 
tion once we close the CWCSA. 

The reason the CWCSA re- 
quired a dedicated cell in the 
request for proposal was, in 
fact, for the protection of our 
communities. Mixing of waste 
in a landfill in the event the 
state or federal government 
calls for mitigation of the prop- 
erty. We only sought to protect 
our citizens for that clean up 
cost. 

To label our demand a flim 


flam indicates that Mr. Helf- 
man consulted no one from the 
board of directors or the exec- 
utive director of the Authority. 

If he had taken the time we 
would have been more than 
happy to explain why we did it. 

But consequently, Mr. Helf- 
man spoke with a councilwo- 
man from Oakland County, 
who obviously had the same 
opinion he had about waste to 
energy projects. Does her per- 
sonal opinions make her right? 

As to most concerned citi- 
zens, only four or five people 
spoke at any one council meet- 
ing or study session about re- 
cycling. I might interject that 
of these four or five people, 
two were not from one of the 
five communities which make 
up the CWCSA. 

In answer to Mr. Helfman ’s 
final statement, “If the other 
communities could be per- 
suaded to abandon the incin- 
erator as easily as they 
abandon schools, the build- 
ings could be turned into a 
community recycling center.” 

The member communities 
of the CWCSA and/or the five 
city councils have absolutely 
no control or input into the 
school boards. They make no 
decision to close any schools. 

In closing, I would like to 
say that after working on this 
Waste-to- Energy Project for 
the past four years plus, I take 
great pride in the fact that this 
project is going forward. I feel 
certain in the years ahead we 
will be proven to have made 
the right choice.

In fact, several people got 
up and questioned the safety, 
traffic and many other issues 
regarding this well. Mr. Wick- 
lund has a very selective mem- 
ory. How could he forget the 
shouting match that he and I 
got into when I consistently 
asked questions regarding the 
truck traffic, the smell that em- 
anate from his operation, fu- 
ture traffic and the safety 
regarding his hazardous well? 

How could Mr. Wicklund for- 
get that Mary Collins asked 
him why didn’t he erect his 
hazardous well in Birmingham 
where he lives if it is so won- 
derful and profitable? 

Why didn’t Mr. Wicklund re- 
member that I stood up and 
clearly stated that “I am not in 
favor of this project?” How can 
Mr. Wicklund consistently for- 
get that I voted against this 
well from the beginning in- 
cluding the original resolution 
dated Dec.10, 1990? 

I have consistently been 
against this hazardous waste 
deep well. I have written arti- 
cles that appeared in the local 
newspapers. In those articles I 
questioned what this haz- 
ardous waste deep well would 
do to our city in 20, 30 or even 
50 years from now. I ques- 
tioned the close proximity to 
our residential neighborhoods 
and the means of transporting 
the hazardous waste by trucks 
and trains to the well site. 

I stated that history has re- 
vealed that over the past one 
100 years, many of government 
approvals were later found to 
be unsafe for our citizens. In 
the 1880s, tobacco farmers and 
our government told us it was 
safe to smoke. In later years, 
asbestos was safe to use in 
buildings. DDT was safe to 
spray on our children to con- 
trol mosquitoes. Agent Orange 
was safe to spray on our troops 
in Vietnam. The leaking haz- 
ardous well constructed in 
Vickery, Ohio was safe accord- 
ing to the government This list 
was endless. 

We all know history has 
proven that these very govern- 
ment approvals over the past 
100 years are how the direct 
causes of cancer and other 
life-threatening illnesses. I 


wanted to know if this cycle 
would be continued in the city 
of Romulus. 

Now let’s stop a minute and 
look in the other direction. 
Have you wondered where 
Douglas Wicklund has re- 
ceived the huge amounts of 
money he is spending on his 
full page propaganda ads, his 
mass mail outs, his tapes of the 
edited versions of the council 
meetings, the full blown public 
relations company he has 
hired and the large number of 
attorneys he has retained?

In the case of the 1995 Pon- 
tiac Grand Am GT the word ex- 
citement should be replaced 
by “completeness.” 

This car is essentially every- 
thing to everyone who drives 
it. It is aggressively styled, of- 
fers enough room for four 
adults in relative comfort, and 
has a trunk that is cavernous to 
say the least. 

All Grand Am models have 
four wheel anti-lock brakes 
and driver’s side air bag as 
standard equipment 

My test vehicle came 
equipped with the 2.3 liter 
DOHC Quad 4 as its power 
plant. This engine produces 
150 horsepower and 145 ft. 
pounds of torque. 

It was mated to a four-speed 
automatic transmission. This 
combination offers crisp accel- 
eration, but certainly not neck 
snapping. 

The Quad 4 did the job well, 
but it tended to be a bit noisy 
when pushed hard. The op- 
tional 3.1 liter 3100 SFI V6 
would be my choice if I was to 
buy this car. 

This power plant would give 
the driver five more horses and 
40 more pounds of torque to 
scurry on down the road. What 
gains are made in acceleration 
and power are iost when you 
pull into the gas station. 

The Quad 4 is rated at 21 
MPG in the city and 31 on the 
highway. 

The Grand Am has a host of 
high 'points, starting with 
enough storage space to hold 
all the contents of my apart- 


ment’s closets. 

Things like sun visor exten- 
sions to help block the sun, to 
windshield washer sprayers 
that shoot fluid from the wiper 
arm rather than from the hood. 

What results is a complete 
covering of the windshield 
with fluid for improved clean- 
ing. 

The driver receives a cup 
holder in front of the gear 
shift, and the rear passengers 
each have one in the armrests. 
The already plentiful trunk 
space is enhanced by folding 
rear seats that allow for larger 
cargo, like skis, to fit easily. 

Jim Marshall, a new car 
salesman at Southgate Pon- 
tiac, says that the sale of the 
Grand Am is split nearly 
evenly between males and fe- 
males. 

Marshall explained what 
makes the Grand Am a hot 
selling car. 

“The car has a safety cage 
construction that has a body 
that wraps around you,” Mar- 
shall said. “With so many dif- 
ferent options, the car can be 
tailored for the family as well 
as the enthusiast.” 

Marshall estimated that 60 
percent of the total sales at 
Southgate were Grand Am 
models, with the V6 models be- 
ing preferred. 

The only real bad points 
about this car that I could find 
was one, the switches felt a bit 
mediocre. They lacked a solid 
feel when pushed or turned. 

The second was pointed out 
by my girlfriend, she had a 
hard time reaching the pedals, 
even with the seat all the way 
forward. 

So, for those of shorter stat- 


ure thinking about buying this 
car, make sure that you are tal- 
ler than five foot. 

One thing that I was pleased 
with was that this is the first 
car I have been in where I do 
not hit my knees on the steer- 
ing wheel column. 

As you can probably tell, I 
like this car a great deal. For 
the price, $18,574, you can get a 


lot of conveniences for the 
money. 

My test vehicle had an auto- 
matic transmission, anti-lock 
brakes, power windows, locks 
and mirrors, a compact disc 
player, as well as GT fascia and 
spoiler. This price also in- 
cluded: a power driver’s seat, 
remote keyless entry, fog lights 


and cruise control. 

Pontiac also provides cus- 
tomer service entitled, “Pon-

Spouses not the only victims of domestic violence

Domestic violence is defi- 
nitely an American tragedy 
which touches each and even' 
city, township and village in 
the. nation. 

Disguised usually in a pre- 
liminary police report as a 
“domestic”, thereby diminish- 
ing, the altercation aspect of 
the assault, shunned by police 
because of the unwillingness 
of some of the traumatized to 
file a formal complaint, none- 
theless society has suddenly 
opened its eyes to debate and 
seek solutions to a problem 
that has been too long brushed 
aside as private, a tiff between 
husband and wife or domestic 
partners. 

Ironically, it took a well- 


publicized murder case in Los 
Angeles to bring domestic vio- 
lence to public awareness. 

These “crimes of passion” 
as they have been called in the 
past leave their scars for 
lifetimes. 

Ask Deputy Police Chief 
Kerry Webb of the Wayne Po- 
lice Department. 

In May of 1974, Webb and 
his partner and former school- 
mate, Patrolman Leonard J. 
Anderson, responded to a “do- 
mestic quarrel” complaint. Pa- 
trolman Anderson reached the 
door to the house and knocked. 
That knock was answered by a 
blast from a shotgun that 
struck the 24-year- old Ander- 
son and took his life. 

The memory of the day, the 
loss of a friend and fellow offi- 
cer have not diminished with 


the years. 

“These calls are among the 
most dreaded by a police offi- 
cer,” said Webb. “The danger 
and the risk to the officers can 
never be overstated.” 

Webb stressed that the 
physical injuries to the 
spouses are only part of the 
tragedy - the assault also takes 
its toll emotionally and psy- 
chologically on the victims and 
the children, if there are chil- 


dren involved. 

“You may hide the physical 
bruises or they may heal with 
time, but the emotional and 
psychological impact never 
goes away,” the veteran Wayne 
police officer says. 

Webb said that years before 
the Michigan Legislature ap- 
proved legislation that made it 
mandatory for police agencies 
to jail defendants in domes- 
tic abuse or violence cases, 


Wayne police and 29th District 
Court Judge Carolyn Archbold 
had in place laws that enabled 
Wayne police to arrest and jail 
suspects who are accused of 
domestic violence. 

Webb also pointed out that 
in abusive relationships, gen- 
der means little Women do 
abuse men - but, admittedly, it 
usually is the woman who is at 
risk of becoming the victim be- 
cause of past and deep-rooted 
societal beliefs that view wo- 
men as property. 

According to figures sup- 
plied by the local police de- 
partments, only one out of nine 
people reporting abuse are 
men. But, according to figures 
compiled by the American 
Medical Association, one out 
of every three women will find 
themselves in a domestic vio- 


lence situation during her 
lifetime. 

The O.J. Simpson murder 
case has given some women 
the courage to open their eyes 
and climb out of the bed of the 
enemy. 

As one battered wife, who 
asked that her name not be 
used, put it: “My friends and 
his relatives would ask me, ‘if I 
didn’t like it, why did I stick 
around him ’. Instead, why the 
hell didn’t they ask him to stop 
beating the s— out of me. Why 
the hell do men believe that a 
marriage license is a license to 
abuse?” 

Some even think it’s a li- 
cense to kill. 

“Thank God that my kids 
and I got out before he killed 
us. And he would, believe me, 
if he could find us,” she said.

share 

abuse 

stories

Spousal abuse can be like- 
ned to the emotional death of 
an individual. 

A battered woman feels the 
loss of her self-identity, the 
characteristics that made her 
an individual, her personality, 
and most of all, her personal 
safety. 

For two local women, the 
story of their marriages is a 
nightmare, not a fairy tale. The 
bonds of matrimony became 
prison walls, their expecta- 
tions of love dissolved into an- 
gry rages and violent 
confrontations. 

For Jennifer, (the name has 
been changed to protect her 
identity) the warning signs of 
an abusive spouse came 27. 
years too late. 

“It wasn’t until I made it to 
recovery that I realized there 
were things I overlooked in 
college, even before we were 
married, that he was an 
abuser,” said Jennifer. 

Those signs included her 
spouse being over protective 
and jealous. She recalled the 
feeling she had when her hus- 
band embarrassed and humili- 
ated a co-worker. 

“I thought he really loves 
me, he was defending me and 
it didn’t matter what he said to 
that woman, it was said in my 
honor,” she said. 

Jennifer and her spouse 
met in college, married and 
had one daughter. It was right 
after the birth of their only 
child that she started sensing 
her husband wasn’t what she 
thought he was. 

“He couldn’t tolerate when 
the baby would cry, and he was 
very lazy so he never did any- 
thing to help me,” said 
Jennifer. 

Another common charac- 
teristic abusers share is their 
tendency to ill- treat animals. 
Jennifer recalled numerous 
occasions when her husband 
would terrorize their dog. 

“He once held a knife to its 
neck and threatened to slit its 
throat.” 

Her husband, an intelligent 
businessman, exerted little or 
no effort at home yet placed 
strong and demanding expec- 
tations on Jennifer. 

She said he would check her 
mileage and tape record her 
phone conversations, and she 
began to lie to keep herself 
safe, trying to avoid any situa- 
tions that would set him off. 

“I planned an escape, keep- 
ing a bag packed at a friend’s 
home, and never letting my 
purse or the phone out of my 
sight in case I had to leave in a 
hurry,” she said. 

The stigma as well as the 
physical scars associated with 
abuse can last a lifetime. Jen-

If there is any positive as- 
pect of the unprecedented me- 
dia coverage of the O.J. 
Simpson trial, it is that the 
publicity has awakened many 
women to the seriousness of 
spouse abuse. 

‘‘There is a definite in- 
crease in the number of wo- 
men coming to us with spouse 
abuse as their primary prob- 
lem,” said Roger Dallwig, 
owner- director of His/Her 
Place Counseling Center. “The 
publicity of the trial has 
prompted more women to see 
spouse abuse as a problem 
and to motivate them to get 
help.” 

Not all women who seek 
counseling for abuse are vic- 
tims of physical actions, Dall- 
wig said. Many are victims of 
emotional abuse - a situation 
that often precedes physical 
abuse. 

“Often, I refer victims of do- 
mestic violence to a female 
staff member who has worked 
extensively with the problem,” 
Dallwig said. 

“In therapy, our focus is to 
enable the client to be safe 
and to have a plan of escape if 
her situation becomes too dan- 
gerous,” Dallwig said. “We ex- 
plore the reasons why they 
want to stay in the abusive re- 


lationship, and make them 
aware that they cannot change 
the abuser - the abuser must 
change himself.” 

Dallwig said that many 
abusers are very contrite after 
the incident, apologizing for 
hurting them and promising 
not to repeat their actions. Af- 
ter the violent incident, they 
may bring the victim a gift or 
flowers and plead for 
forgiveness. 

“It is important that we en- 
able the woman to see that her 
actions were not the cause of 
the abuse. It is not her fault,” 
the psychotherapist said. “Of- 
ten, the woman believes that it 
is something that she said or 
did which provoked the vio- 
lence. ‘If only I wouldn’t have’ 
done this or that, she tells us, 
the abuser wouldn't have been 
provoked.” 

In most instances, Dallwig 
reported, the abuser does not 


see himself as part of the prob- 
lem. Instead, the abuser ratio- 
nalizes that what he did was 
acceptable or he blames it on 
his wife or girlfriend. 

“Men sometimes want to 
join in the therapy with the 
victim, but they need to seek 
counseling separately for their 
problem,” Dallwig said. “The 
motive of men who want to join 
their wives in therapy often is 
that they want to turn the ses- 
sions into marriage counsel- 
ing. He wants to be in control, 
and that is the way he believes 
he can gain control,” Dallwig 
said. “First, the perpetrator 
needs to work on his own prob- 
lem in counseling. After his 
problem is resolved, then it is 
appropriate for marriage 
counseling.” 

Single women who endure 
abuse, do so in the name of 
love, Dallwig said. 

“They tell me that they love 


help

the abuser, and that he is 
‘good,’ except for the ‘few bad 
episodes.’ The women have 
hopes that their boyfriends 
will change or they erroneous 
believe that they can change 
their own behavior and make 
the situation better,” Dallwig 
said. 

“In addition, some women 
see the abuser as a needy per- 
son that they can help, and 
they stay in the relationship 
for that reason,” Dallwig said. 

Through the therapy pro- 
cess, Dallwig hopes to enable 
the women to see their situa- 
tion realistically and to take 
steps to protect themselves 
from further abuse. 


Judge 

supports 

abuse 

counseling

If the victims of spouse 
abuse could receive enough 
education about the behavior 
pattern, be directed to the 
proper counseling facilities 
for assistance and know that 
they are not alone in their situ- 
ation, then they have a chance 
of surviving. 

Spouse abuse is a fact of life 
even in the small-town commu- 
nity of Wayne where at least 
four-to-five new battered cases 
each week come before 29th 
District Court Judge Carolyn 
Archbold. 

“I don’t think necessarily 
the number of spouse abuse 
cases are increasing, it’s just 
that the victims are now re- 
porting them more. What’s 
happening is the victims are 
being educated more about be- 
ing abused through the police, 
court, judges and the media.” 

In April the Personal Pro- 
tection Order will be enacted 
from Circuit Court, according 
to Archbold. 

“This will restrain a spouse, 
former spouse, *person who 
had a child with the victim, 
someone dating relationship 
or someone living with the in- 
dividual,” said Archbold. “The 
victims are now fighting for 
themselves, and it has a lot to 
do with all the exposure on 
spouse abuse. You have 
movies on the subject, nu- 
merous books, court cases like 
the O.J. Simpson, and the me- 
dia constantly bringing out 
more information on spouse 
abuse.” 

Women and men are victims 
of spouse abuse, however, 
Archbold said the national av- 
erage for women being victims 
is 95 percent In her courtroom 
she has seen all aspects of 
spouse abuse from women 
young and old. 

“One of the worst cases of 
spouse abuse I had was where 
a woman had to move out of 
state to get away from her 
abuser,” said Archbold. “I also

Wives can be equal oppor- 
tunity spouse abusers. 

They attack their husbands 
as frequently as they are the 
victims of their husbands at- 
tacks. However, the statistics 
are misleading, according to 
the director of a shelter for vic- 
tims of domestic violence. 

“While it’s statistically true 
that the rates of abuse are 
equal, it is categorically false 
because there are differences 
between an abused spouse 
and a battered one,” said Judy 
Ellis, executive director of 
First Step, western Wayne 
County’s largest domestic vio- 
lence and sexual assault cen- 


ter. “Battered implies a 
physical injury, while abuse 
can be verbal. 

“Women are on the short 
end of the stick,” she contin- 
ued. “When a woman hits a 
man five times, the man 
laughs. But a man can hit a wo- 
man once in face and knock 
her head into the wall.” 

The phrase “battered hus- 
band syndrome” was coined in 
the mid-1970s after researcher 
Suzanne steinmetz published 
a paper based on surveys that 
indicated that rate of husband 
and wife abuse were equal. 

Ironically, when the re- 
search was published, “radical 
feminists” harassed the re- 
searchers and threatened to 
kill them, according to recent 


Detroit Free Press article. 

“The research was twisted 
and slanted,” Ellis said. “Only 
five percent of women are vio- 
lent, but women are victims of 
violence and extreme fear 95 
percent of the time. Women 
suffer greater damage physi- 
cally as well as emotionally. 
Our shelters are overcrowded 
by battered women.” 

Ellis said that there are 2 to 
4 million battered women and 


about 100,000 battered men 
Some of the men call First 
Step. 

“Those who call us are frus- 
trated and don’t want to be 
laughed at. They want to be 
treated as if we thought that 
they had legitimate com- 
plaints,” she said “When men 
call us, they may be living in 
homes where there’s emo- 
tional abuse and maybe acts of 
violence. But the violence 


doesn’t compare, in frequency 
and terror, to what women re- 
ceive. Generally, the men don’t 
live in fear and they can leave 
home any time.” 

Most abused men report 
feelings of frustration and 
powerlessness, said Ellis. 
They are men who were either 
raised not to be violent, or 
grew up in a home where they 
witnessed women striking or 
throwing things. “At First 
Step, men do not stay in treat- 
ment long.” She said, “They get 
some validation of their prob- 
lems and possible solutions. 
We help them look at their own 
issues and decide what they 
want. We help him decide if 
she will eventually stop.” 

Often the wife will be asked 


to join the therapy but a cure 
is not automatic. Abusers can 
only change if they want to and 
if they will accept the respon- 
sibility for their violent behav- 
ior, Ellis said. If not, First Step 
counselors help the husband 
consider other options: Should 
he end the relationship? Is 
there a way out? How does the 
situation impact on the 
children? 

The number of battered 
husbands calling the police is 
meager. 

“We get battered husbands 
once in a blue moon,” said 
Mark Perkins, Van Buren 
Township director of public 
safety.

Domestic violence cases in 
Romulus have more than dou- 
bled since July 1994, Romulus 
Detective Sgt. Cora Semrau re- 
vealed last week, since victims 
no longer have the option as to 
whether violence charges will 
be filed or not 

Michigan law, which took ef- 
fect last July, took the decision 
out of the hands of victims and 
gave it to the Wayne County 
Prosecutor’s office as to 
whether criminal complaints 
should be filed in domestic vi- 
olence matters. 

One of the reasons listed at 
that time was that on too many 
occasions police would spend 
extensive investigative pe- 
riods on a complaint, and then 
at the last minute the victim 
would drop the charge. 

Today in Romulus, the uni- 
form officer writes out the first 
complaints in domestic vio- 
lence cases, Semrau said, and 
those reports are then faxed to 
the prosecutor’s office. 

Semrau said she gets in- 
volved with cases that involve 


weapons and also coordinates 
all the jackets (files) of domes- 
tic violence cases. 

In addition to domestic vio- 
lence cases, Semrau also han- 
dles many of the child and 
sexual abuse cases. 

The Police Department rep- 
resentatives also are required 
to give all the abuse victims in- 
formation on their legal rights, 
as well as a listing of all the 
different support organiza- 
tions that are available to help 
them. 

One of the elements that 
helps keep the abuse cases in 
check is the “plea bargain” 
program available for first 
time offenders. Local judges 
are allowed to approve a plea 
bargain as long as they pledge 
not to adversely contact the 
victim for at least a year. 

“That is done because many 
times the defendant and vic- 
tim need to contact each other 
during that period, because of 
the needs of their children, 
joint property, etc.,” Semrau 
said. 

But if the defendant steps 
across the line drawn in the 
legal sand, he can be treated 


harshly by the judge. 

But the change in the pro- 
cedures started last July 1 has 
proved it is not a “cure all,” 
Semrau said, as there already 
have been some repeat 
offenders. 

Most of the cases so far have 
been pretty much the “hands 
on hands” attack style, she 
said, but one much more trou- 
bling case will be heard in the 
34th District Court on March 8. 

“That is a case in which a 
husband threatened his wife 
with a large kitchen butcher 
knife and officers arriving at 
the scene had to disarm him,” 
Semrau said. 

“We definitely will be 
watching that one,” she said. 

A lot more public education 
needs to be done on family vio- 
lence actions, Semrau said, as 
many people think it only re- 
lates to husbands and wives. 

“In reality it also means 
roommates, ex-spouses, per- 
sons who are parents of the 
same kids, etc,” Semrau said. 

All the victims are not thril- 
led the way the system works, 
as they get squimish when 
charges are filed.

had another one where the 
husband beat her so severely 
that she is in a vegetable state 
for life. “ 

Some of the spouse abuse 
cases in Wayne do have a 
happy ending where the bat- 
terer and victim receive coun- 
seling and support, and the 
family is reunited, according 
to Archbold. 

“You need to get the bat- 
terer into counseling to learn 
to fight fair,” said Archbold 
“No one has the right to con- 
trol anyone else. I’ve had a few 
success stories where the hus- 
band who abused the wife 
came back into my court after 
receiving counseling, walked 
in with his children and 
thanked me for helping him 
get back with his family. 

“What I want to see is the 
family functioning in a non-vi- 


olent manner.” 

Archbold said the abuser in 
the family is generally not 
mentally ill. 

“They often become spouse 
abusers if they grew up in a 
family and saw their mother or 
father being abusive,” said 
Archbold. “They may have had 
a personal experience where 
they themselves were abused 
before they got married. The 
misperception is drugs and al- 
cohol make the batterer act as 
he or she does. 

“What you actually have are 
two problems: the drugs and 
the alcohol and then the 
spouse abuse.” 

If women become victims of 


abuse, Archbold said First 
Step is where they should first 
reach for assistance. 

“Here at the court we have 
counseling for the batterer 
and the victim,” said Arch- 
bold. “By attending the coun- 
seling sessions, the batterer 
and victim will realize that 
they are not alone in their situ- 
ations and that they can get 
help.” 

Archbold said spouse abuse 
is a crime that is being com- 
mitted by two people who do 
love each other. 

“It doesn’t matter if they are 
rich or poor, it crosses all 
boundaries,” said Archbold

ntfer recalled an episode 
around Christmas time when 
her daughter was only two 
years old. 

“We took her to see Santa. 
She was all dressed up in this 
pretty dress with tights and my 
husband purposely stuck his 
foot out and tripped her. I had 
always hoped she would not 
remember.” 

Jennifer’s daughter sought 
counseling briefly after she 
became physically abusive to 
her mother, a common occur- 
rence with abusive families. 

She admitted to Jennifer 
that being tripped was one of 
her earliest memories of her 
father. 

Jennifer’s abuse reached a 
peak in the late 1980s. 

“I was more terrified of him 
mentally than I was physi- 
cally,” said Jennifer. “He was a 
master ot mind games and I 
became so entangled in the 
abuse I didn’t know how to get 
out” 

Another factor besides ter- 
ror that kept her from leaving 
was her lack of skills. The 48- 
year-old housewife who was 
never allowed to work or 
barely permitted to drive was 
facing the reality of leaving 
her husband, getting an apart- 
ment and a job all on her own. 

In May of 1992 after the po- 
lice were called to settle a do- 
mestic dispute, the officer 
suggested Jennifer seek help 
from First Step. The organiza- 
tion located in Canton pro- 
vides counseling and shelter 
for battered women. 

Jennifer initially attended 



First Step secretly because 
her husband felt the police 
and her counselors were try- 
ing to control her. “He would 
have probably killed me if he 
found out I was going, he 
wasn’t in control at the meet- 
ings, 1 was," said Jennifer. 

Individual and group coun- 
seling is just one step on the 
road to recovery, with the first 
being the realization that the 
victim is not the cause of the 
problem. First Step, located at 
44978 Ford Road Suite C in 
Canton, places women with fa- 
cilitators that help them deal 
with the abuse. 

“I’m a veteran of the group 
now. In the beginning though I 
didn’t say much. Now I speak 
often and I feel like what I’m 
saying is a great inspiration for 
the new women,” said Jen- 
nifer. “We’re all talking about 
the same man, giving each 
other inspiration to leave and 
save ourselves.” 

Jennifer has been divorced 
from her spouse for a year, liv- 
ing on her own working at a 
job. 

“Part of me loves him and at 
the same time feels sorry for 
him. He was mentally and sex- 
ually abused as a child,” said 
Jennifer. 

Although Jennifer has been 
in recovery for more than two 
years she still finds herself 
wondering when the phone 
rings if it is her ex- spouse call- 
ing to say he’s sorry and wrong. 

“I feel sadness knowing it 
(marriage) was never the 
dream I wanted it to be,” said 
Jennifer. 

The physical strains of an 
abusive relationship has taken 
a heavy toll on Mary of West- 
land. The pain she has suf- 
fered over the years and the 
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Part of me loves him and at the same time feels 
sorry for him. He was mentally and sexually 
abused as a child.

list of injuries is endless, a 
broken nose, kidney failure, 
broken ribs, foot, collar bone, 
hip bone, various venereal dis- 
eases, and the loss of some of 
her cognitive memory. 

“There are incidents of my 
life I can no longer remember, 
he beat them out of me,” said 
Mary. 

Mary and Todd met at a 
church function more than 10 
years ago. 

“We had a romantic court- 
ing and we were married 
within four months of our first 
meeting,” said Mary. It was 
only two weeks after the mar- 
riage that Todd became ver- 
bally abusive and in five 
weeks he was physically abu- 
sing her. 

“I remember we had been to 
a doctor about some medica- 
tion 1 was on. The doctor sug- 
gested I wait a year before 
becoming pregnant because of 
the medication. When we got 
home Todd was so angry, not 
believing the doctor, that he 
raped me to prove the doctor 
wrong,” she said. 

As a result Mary became 
pregnant delivering a mentally 
retarded child. 

Mary’s situation is different 
from Jennifer’s in that her hus- 
band forced her to work, desir- 
ing extra money for things he 
wanted denying Mary others. 

“I wasn’t allowed to sleep 
for an extended period of

time,” said Mary. “He con- 
trolled everything about me in- 
cluding my eating patterns, my 
hair style, the clothes 1 wore 
and where I went, never going 
anywhere on my own besides 
work.” 

The two women share sim- 
ilarities in their spouses’ abu- 
sive patterns. Mary’s husband 
also checked her mileage, had 
affairs, and arranged for a tap 
on her phone. 

The thing Mary finds most 
upsetting is their son, Michael. 

“Todd wouldn’t allow our 
son in the home when he was 
off on the weekends,” said 
Mary. “He would make me 
send him to my mother’s saying 
he was only half the son he 
wanted.” 

Her son is now 12 with the 
mental capacity of a second 
grader. Mary admits he was 
very aware of his father’s prob- 
lem, trying to defend his 
mother during fights. 

Mary has been divorced 
from Todd since 1992 but still 
feels as if they are married. 
She and her son live with her 
mother and are harassed daily 
by hang ups, cars stopping in 
front of their home, people 


running through their back- 
yard. and repeated damage to 
their property. Todd has just 
begun supervised visitation 
with his son that is preventing 
Mary from the leaving the state 
to start a new life and a new 
job. 

“The change in custody has 
resulted in me not being able 
to leave with my mother. I get 
child support, but it’s not 
enough. I want to have a job 
and eet awav from him.” said 
Mary. 

Mary has been in counsel- 
ing for three years and feels 
the groups help validate the 
abuse. Women are able to 
share their experiences and 
understand what they went 


through was not only real but 
that they were not the cause of 
the abuse. 

Both women aren't sure if 
they’ll ever get away from 
these men completely. Even 
with the help of their family 
and the counselors at First 
Step the abuser still finds ways 
to invade their personal safety. 

“I think he’s going to finish 
what he started. To be honest I 
think I’ll become another sta- 
tistic, and I won’t make it out 
alive,” said Mary.

Mothers of Multiples share family values, 
dreams, ambitions for their twins, triplets

Parenting is a commitment for a lifetime. 

For one group of mothers, however, it’s also a career where 
they end up wearing many hats in their home a day including 
those of a chef, house cleaner, wardrobe designer, teacher, 
nurse, driver, entertainer, counselor, peace maker and best 
friend. 

The Mothers of Multiples in western Wayne County consists of 
a group of women who are the proud parents of either twins or 
triplets. 

They meet at least once a month to offer support and friend- 
ship to one another because they know what the other has to go 
through on a daily basis. 

For instance, in a survey conducted by the Michigan Commu- 
nity Newspapers, the mothers were asked a slew of questions 
including how many diapers they go through a week and the 
average grocery bill. 

For the most part, out of 20 mothers polled, they had an 
average of three children, spent between $75 to $100 a week on 
groceries and used anywhere between 60 to 144 diapers a week. 

When asked about one of the most important aspects of par- 
enting in the 1990s, Canton Township resident Linda Quinn said 
it centers around giving enough time to her children. 

“Juggling the time you spend with your children and husband 
can sometimes be difficult, but you have to make the time,” said 
Quinn. 

Quinn is the mother of four including twins boys who will be 3 
years old in April. She said as a family, activities are set aside 
for each of the children. 

“In the summertime we go for a lot of walks with the kids,” 
Quinn said. “We don’t really take all of them together to places 
because it can be overwhelming.” 

Sue Micek of Plymouth has triplets, two boys and a girl, said a 
typical day with her three children starts out with eating break- 
fast together and watching Barney and Sesame Street. 

“We eat lunch together and then they go down for a nap,” said 
Micek. “When dad comes home, we play together. It’s when they 
are napping I get a chance to do the house cleaning and dishes.” 

Micek does not work, but she said if she had the opportunity 


to select her dream job it would be a speech therapist 

For Westland resident Shelly Weir, one of the best aspects 
about having twin 9-year-old boys is she gets lots of attention. 
When asked what she lets her children watch on television, she 
said they really don’t spend time in front of the television. 

“My kids are really into playing outside,” said Weir. “They like 
basketball, baseball, indoor soccer. If they do watch television, 
it’s mostly game shows. My kids have a race track in the base- 
ment they enjoy. They are really mainly into computers.” 

Not many people enjoy going to the grocery store, and the 
average person shops once a week. But, when you have three 
children including a set of twins like Westland resident Cheryl 
Bidlingmaier, grocery shopping starts to feel as if you live at the 
market 

“I spend about $100 a week, and I go what seems like every 
day, but only twice a week,” said Bidlingmaier. 

Bidlingmaier said she has a hard time finding nutritious food 
for her family. 

• “You can only have the spaghetti, the chicken breast so many 
ways,” said Bidlingmaier. “The little kids like the macaroni and 
cheese, pasta.” 

Bidlingmaier is one of the few mothers out of the 20 polled 
that works. In fact, she juggles two jobs during the day including 
being a waitress. 

The results of the rest of the survey are as follows: 

• TWo family income Only three mothers polled out of 20 work. 

• Number of bottles you go through a week? Those polled said 
between 50 to 80 bottles a week. 

• How much time do you set aside tor yourself each day?- 

Mothers said two hours. 

• What are some of the best aspects of having twins or trlplets?- 

They will be playmates for a lifetime; You get lots of attention; 
There is always someone to play with; It’s fun to watch them play, 
The Hugs-being there when one discovers something and then 
shows his twin; and Watching the bond grow between them.

Police apprehend murder suspect

A 33-year-old Inkster man was apparently shot and killed 
because he refused to purchase drugs from his accused 
killer, police believe. 

David Brown Jr. was shot once in the head by an alleged 
small-time drug dealer who was arrested earlier this week 
by Wayne County deputies and handed over to Inkster for 
prosecution. 

Police identified the suspect as Gregory Darnell Housch, 
who they say will be charged with second-degree murder. 
Housch was to be arraigned Thursday afternoon in 22nd 
District Court before Judge Sylvia James. 

Known on the streets by the name “Blue,” Housch was 
linked to that name by a witness who told police that the 
suspect uses the alias. Housch has been the target of a 
state wide search since last October. 

When the story initially appeared in the Inkster Ledger 
Star, a reader stepped forward and informed police that 
she knew a subject who went by the name. The tip paid off, 
police said. 

“That information helped us in our investigation,” said 
Inkster Detective Richard Rashad, “and we are thankful 
for the help.” 

On Oct. 1, 1994, Brown, his girlfriend, and a man known to 
police by the name of “Black” went to the Williams and

The HiS^count embezzlement trial of a 36-year-old Ro- 
mulus mother, who is charged with taking $378,000 from an 
Alzheimer’s patient, will open Monday before Recorder’s 
Court Judge Geraldine Ford in Detroit. 

Kathy Ann Frye reportedly was hired by the victim’s 
husband to care for his wife, an Alzheimer’s patient, who is 
now 79 years old. 

Frye, who is a neighbor of the elderly couple, was hired 
to drive the woman to various shopping areas and other 
social outings, but was not empowered to handle any of the 
family’s financial dealings. Detective Sgt. Dan Snyder said 
last week. 

A relative of the victim notified Romulus police in July 
1993 that the elderly couple’s finances were severely de- 
pleted, and at least $200,000 in certificates of deposit had 
been cashed. 

Frye was originally charged with a single count covering 


Pine street area to purchase drugs, according to Inkster 
police. 

Although the vehicle belonged to the man identified 
only in police reports by an alias, “Black”, the victim drove. 
Once at Pine and Williams, a high drug-trafficking area, 
Brown parked in front of a red house on Williams where at 
least three men were seated on the porch. 

Brown shouted to the men and one of them responded: 
“Is that you, David?” according to the witness. 

Then, the three men approached the vehicle to discuss 
the purchasing of drugs. 

Suddenly, a man known to the group as “Blue” walked up 
and asked Brown: “Why you can’t never buy anything from 
me?” 

Brown reportedly replied: “I’m talking to this man. Not 
you.” 

Blue again repeated his question: “Why you can’t never 
buy anything from me?” 

When Brown apparently ignored the question, the wit- 
ness told police that “Blue” pulled out a gun and she “saw 
the flame from the barrel and Dave’s head go back.” 

The killer ran from the scene of the shooting and 
disappeared. 

The occupants in the car quickly drove from the scene 
and headed from Annapolis Hospital in Wavne where they

the total amount, but that charge was later dropped and a 
total of 163 counts were filed in its place. 

Investigators claim that Frye took a total of $378,000 from 
the victimized family during a period of several years. 

Police charge that Frye induced the victim to remove 
her husband's name from several CDs and to replace his 
name with hers at an out-of- town branch of the family’s 
bank. Later, police said, Frye cashed in the CDs. 

Some of the rest of the money was embezzled through 
cashing of checks, Snyder said. 

Each of the 163 charges have four alternative counts: 
embezzlement, larceny over $100, larceny by trick and lar- 
ceny by conversion. . 

Snyder said the victimized couple worked all their lives 
for two different auto companies and banked most of their 
savings. 

Since the arrest of Frye, authorities have effected a 
search warrant on the defendants home and reportedly 
confiscated an undisclosed amount of items, which could 
be auctioned off if Frye is convicted of the charges.

a murder warrant, stating 
there was not enough evidence 
and the homicide may have 
been committed in self- 
defense. 

“But our investigation will 
continue,” said Inkster Detec- 
tive Richard Rashad, who is in 
charge of the investigation into 
the shooting death of Michael 
Nolen. 

Nolen was left in a pool of 
blood in the living room of a 
house located in the 26000 
block of Stanford. He was shot 
once, the bullet apparently 
striking the victim’s heart after 
entering the body from the left 
upper chest. 

According to witnesses, 
Nolen and a cousin were in- 
volved in an argument over 
money sometime during the af- 
ternoon of Feb. 21 in the house 
on Stanford. Witnesses told po 
lice that Nolen and the cousin, 
who police refused to identify, 
exchanged words and Nolen 
apparently produced a gun . 
The cousin attempted to wres- 
tle the weapon away from 
Nolen. 

During the altercation -he 
weapon went off, the bu i fa- 
tally wounding Nolen, accord 
ing to witnesses’ statements. 

The suspect, who was in the 
house with his girlfriend and 
an acquaintance, raced out of 
the house and jumped into a 
car. As they ran to the vehicle, 
witnesses told police, the sus- 
pect shouted to neighbors that 
a man had been shot and that 
they should call police. 

When police arrived on the 
scene, they discovered Nolen 
lying in the living room. The 
officers asked the wounded 
Nolen who shot him but he 
died before he could reply. 

Nolen was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Annapolis 
Hospital in Wayne. 

Police also stated in their 
initial report of the shooting, 
when Nolen’s body was moved 
on to stretchers, they found a 
bottle that contained 14 pieces 
of susppeted rock cocaine un- 
der his body.

Create the future 

YWCA molds ideas 

to fit current needs

To keep pace with the everchanging needs of society, the staff 
of the YWCA of Western Wayne County constantly assesses its 
programs and offerings. 

“We have shifted our focus to involve parents and younger 
children,” said YWCA Executive Director Corinne Vincent. 
“Early intervention provides a better chance to influence the 
child.” 

Vincent said the focus formerly was on programs to aid youths 
in crisis - after the fact. 

Now, the programs being implemented hope to intervene at 
an early age to, hopefully, head off some of the problems before 
they develop. 

“The YWCA still has support groups for kids in crisis that 
meet at the schools. They discuss gangs, drugs, violence, family 
problems and whatever is bothering them. Sometimes, their 
problems revolve around a divorce in their family,” Vincent 
said. “One young girl has been paired with a mentor through the 
YWCA and has shown a great deal of improvement. Her younger 
years were spent in a family where there was drug use, violence 
and the shooting death of a family member.” 

“We have taken our programs to the neighbors, and we are 
working with parents to improve their parenting skills,” Vincent 
said. 

“While children of past generations had a network of family 
members to aid in their upbringing, some of the young parents of 
today do not have a support system, Vincent said. Others have 
abdicated their role as parents to the schools or other 
institutions. 

The YWCA outreach extends to programs in Dearborn and to 
housing projects in Inkster and Westland where they provide 
young mothers with coping skills and teach them about appro- 
priate discipline and expectations. 

“We also encourage the young women to take an active part in 
their community and to take on a broader view than that of their 
own group,” Vincent said. 

“A major problem in this area is infant mortality. Inkster rates 
right after Detroit in having the highest infant mortality rate,” 
Vincent said. “We are helping young women to understand the 
correlation between their drinking, drug use and poor dietary 
habits with serious problems to the children bom to them. We 
also encourage women to have their children immunized. It has 
been surprising to me to find that many children - not infants - 
have not had one shot.” 

Immunization clinics have been set up to correct this 
problem. 

“We’re getting a School Readiness program off the ground for 
children who don’t qualify for Head Start. It will include home 
visits and field trips,” Vincent said. “Right now, we are focusing 
on the Inkster and Westwood area because of transportation 
concerns.” 

The program is being funded by a $108,000 grant from the 
Michigan Department of Education. 

“We also have an active Encore Plus group here. It was orga- 
nized as a support group for women who have had breast sur- 
gery, but it has added a public awareness program to its focus,” 
Vincent said. “They will present programs to women’s groups 
encouraging them to be tested for breast and cervical cancer. 
They also work to overcome women’s fears of the disease.” 

The YWCA also is assisting Garden City Hospital in an educa- 
tional campaign on diabetes. 

Group has 'lighter' side 

“We’ve got a lighter side. All of our programs aren’t of a 
serious nature,” said the executive director of the YWCA of 
Western Wayne County. 

Corinne Vincent noted that the YWCA has sponsored trips to 
see plays, art exhibits and dine at new restaurants. 

“We’ve also had some weekend trips to Toronto and Chicago,” 
she said. 

One of the popular trips taken last year was a visit to the 
Toledo Art Museum to view the Age of Reubens exhibit. The 
group also scheduled trips to see a Rogers and Hammerstein 
musical at the Fisher Theater and a Detroit River cruise on a 
mini-riverboat. 

“We have a bridge group of both men and women who meet 
here on Wednesdays to play cards,” Vincent said. “We also have 
social clubs that perform community services.” 

The Informats organized in 1960 as a social club which meets 
twice monthly. The group underwrote the YWCA Take Our 
Daughters to Work Day breakfast last April. 

They support the YWCA with volunteer service and gifts to 
the building campaign. From time to time, the group has se- 
lected a needy student to receive a graduation wardrobe or 
sponsorship to the Special Olympics. 

Y-We-Go was formed 40 years ago as a social club, but its 
members also help the underprivileged. 

“We are always on the go,” said member Agnes Harrison, 
commenting on the origin of the group’s name. 

They meet from 7 to 9 p.m. and second and fourth Mondays of 
each month at the YWCA.

Inkster man to stand trial for 


Ann Arbor rapes, murder

Although he has publicly 
said he is innocent and that a 
“lot of people are going to 
apologize to him afterwards”, 
accused killer and rapist, Inks 
ter native Ervin D. Mitchell 
will face examination in the 
Ann Arbor serial rapes and 
murder. 

Mitchell, 33, who has been 
arrested but never charged in 
at least one Inkster rape, was 
arraigned Thursday in the Ann 
Arbor rapes and the murder- 
sexual assault of Christine 
Gailbreath. 

Gailbreath was sexually as- 
saulted and murdered on May 
7, 1994 in Ann Arbor. 

According to Ann Arbor po- 
lice, DNA tests of samples of 
Mitchell’s blood and body 
fluids link him with the Ann 
Arbor rapes and the murder. 

Mitchell, accompanied by 


his court-appointed attorney 
David Lankford, appeared in 
14th District Court Magistrate 
George Parker in Washtenaw' 
County and pleaded “not 
guilty” to all of the charges. 

Mitchell w'as ordered de- 
tained, without bond, in the 
Washtenaw' County Jail until 
March 15 when a preliminary 
hearing w-ill be conducted to 
determine whether Mitchell 
should be bound over to stand 
trial. 

An outstanding athlete who 
turned to softball after his 
high school career ended, Mit- 
chell was suspected in a 1992 
sexual assault in the city of 
Inkster, according to Inkster 
Detective James Vergona. 

Vergona said that medical 
evidence was inconclusive 
therefore, no warrant was ever 
issued. The case is still open, 
Vergona said. 

How'ever, shortly after his 
release, Mitchell apparently 


left the city of Inkster and 
moved to Ann Arbor. 

Reportedly, it was a DNA 
sample taken in the sexual as- 
sault in Inkster that appar- 
ently proved to be a match 
with Mitchell’s DNA in the 
Ann Arbor cases which helped 
bolster law enforcement’s case 
against the defendant.

Mitchell has not been 
linked to the six sex-murders 
of Inkster women in Inkster 
which occurred during a 24- 
month span in 1989-1990. In the 
Inkster cases, all but one of the 
victims were prostitutes who 
were sexually assaulted, tied 
with rope or clothing and then 
slain. The Inkster pattern 
doesn’t fit the Ann Arbor 
rapes and murder, police said. 

“The M.O. just doesn’t fit,” 
said an Inkster police officer 
w'ho spoke on the condition of 
anonymity. “But who knows. 
Anything is possible.”

Inkster auxiliary police offi- 
cer Willie Haddley who had 
identified Knox as the gunman 
in a police lineup and later 
during the preliminary exam, 
reiterated his testimony in 
Hathaway's courtroom, testi- 
fying that Knox was the gun- 
man who killed Woodmore 
during the early morning 
hours on June 17. 

Haddley. in a second Inkster 
scout car. was the first officer 
at the scene of the slaying. 

Woodmore joined the Inks- 
ter police department in 1989 
after serving with the Michi- 
gan State Police. 

Wayne County assistant 
prosecutor Dan Less said that 
the professionalism displayed 
by the Inkster police officers 
in compiling the evidence 


helped in the successful pros- 
ecution of this case. 

“It is a tragedy when such 
fine officers such as Officer 
Woodmore are killed in the 
line of duty because someone 
wants to make a name for him- 
self,” said Less.

Fifth graders are reading 
Shakespeare, and even youn- 
ger students are able to recite 
all 50 states and their capitals. 

Such results from a 99 per- 
cent poor Texas school district 
have grabbed the attention of 
educators across the country. 

Daily, approximately 30 visi- 
tors enter the Wesley Elemen- 
tary School in Houston, Texas, 
to witness the massive educa- 
tional and disciplinary 
changes that have occurred 
within the school since conser- 
vative Principal Thaddeus 
Lott took over 17 years ago. 

Among the visitors late last 
month were Romulus Superin- 
tendent Dr. William Bedell, 
four state board of education 
members and a state senator. 

Bedell discussed the Texas 
school life style last Monday 
and offered school board 
members the opportunity to 
view the video showing the 
class practices and other as- 
pects of the program. 

The success of Lott’s pro- 
gram along with low local stu- 
dent Michigan Education 


Assessment Program (MEAP) 
test scores will help create a 
lively debate on the drastic 
changes needed in the Ro- 
mulus School District, Bedell 
said. 

“We don’t need to adopt a 
program this strict,” Bedell 
said, “but it is at least a good 
point to begin our conversa- 
tion about change.” 

The Lott program has raised 
the previously poor educa- 
tional rates at Wesley Elemen- 
tary to a point now where the 
school is listed in the top 25 
percent profile across the 
state of Texas. 

The heavily regimented 
school program created by dis- 
ciplinarian Lott during the last 
17 years instills learning as a 


top priority among the 
students. 

The video shows that stu- 
dents quickly learn the names 
and capitals of all 50 states. 

In the school’s financially 
leaner years this was accom- 
plished without the use of 
maps, but now takes on even a 
stronger meaning as the dis- 
trict can now afford to supply 
maps to students. 

Probably one of the most 
startling elements of the 
Wesley Elementary curricu- 
lum (particularly in this non- 
reading generation of students 
nationally) is that fifth graders 
there read and enjoy works of 
dramatist William Shake- 
speare and novelist John 
Steinbeck. 


While critics of the program 
call it “old fashioned” with its 
rapid fire drills of repetition, 
supporters call it successful 
particularly in the area of edu 
cational testing scores. 

It also has resulted in lower 
drop out rates and higher 
graduation and college entry 
scores. The program has also 
gained the support of the par- 
ents of the students, as is evi- 
denced by the clothing and 
demeanor of the students in 
the classrooms. 

Wesley Elementary’s suc- 
cess was so strong that critics 
claimed the district must be 
“cheating,” but numerous in- 
vestigations by Texas educa- 
tional organizations can find 
no evidence of cheating. 

Lott, a tough-talking Afro- 
American educator, continues 
to claim “brains do not come 
in black or white varieties. It is 
just that too many in society 
today have too low expecta- 
tions of poor people.” 

The teaching concept is 
sure to draw fire from some 
teachers and parents, but local 
educational leaders say 
“maybe that is what it takes to 
create positive change.”
